SEVEN MEN. OWE THEIR lives to the skill and 
persistence of a Royal Air Force plane of the 


Coastal Command. 


The men, survivors of an unidentified vessel, were 
drifting . in heavy seas and foggy weather in 
the North Sea, and would undoubtedly have 
perished but for the R.A.F, plane’s action. 

Returning from patrol to their base in Scotland, 


the crew of the plane saw two small objects in | 


the sea about half a mile to starboard. 


At first they were thought to be 
mines, ond the crew got rendy to 
destroy them with machine-gun fire. 

Approaching closer, however, and 
using binoculars, the navigator made 
out two rifts, -tled together. Four 
men were on one raft and three on 
the other, 

Heavy seas were breaking ovor 
the rafts and, an the plane was 
not a scaplane, there was noth- 
tng they could do but to search 
for a rhip to effect a reacue. 

Ten miles nway they spotted the 
Danish ship Eva. 


SIGNALS NOT UNDERSTOOD 


Lamp signals from the plane were 
not understood, so the plane return- 
ed and found the rafts again, 

Setting out from the spot once 
more, the ‘plane came across a Nor- 
weginn shin,

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HOUSING DISASTER 


J HERE is demand for a public inquiry into the fire catas- 

trophe in Yaumati last Sunday evening, if only to 
bring home once again, and forcibly, the shocking living 
conditions of the poorer classes in this Colony, and the 
urgency of the problem of slum clearance. 


Little else of importance is likely to be discovered. 
There is no criticism of the fire-fighting services. The 
death-roll in the house most completely gutted was 35, 
16 are in hospital, and over 20 were rescued by the Fire 
Brigade and willing helpers, making a total of at least 71 
persons residing in two single-room flats. How many 
escaped by the staircase before its collapse is not known. 

It needs to be emphasised that this was no in- 
stance of an old building, rotted by age, contributing to 
the magnitude of the disaster. For their type, the pre- 
mises were well preserved. The building was constructed 
in 1920, was equipped with internal fire escapes, going 
through from floor to floor. It was possible to climb over 
the verandah partition to the adjoining house. 

’ Generalisations about the condition of the oldest 
slum properties in the Colony are, therefore, hardly appli- 
cable. What does need to be stressed is that, these days, 
it matters little whether buildings of the Chinese tene- 
ment type are old or new. In the event of an outbreak of 
fire, the inmates are equally at the mercy of social condi- 
tions. Similar catastrophes may occur at any time while 
there is such ghastly overcrowding and while desperate 
poverty maintains the wave of petty crime at its present 
calamitous level. It was fear of theft and the overcrowd- 
ing; between them, in these Shanghai Street, houses that 
put the fire escapes out of use. Occupants of the upper 
floors took measures to prevent access from below; lest 
there should be any doubt about it, those below prevent- 
ed access from above. Thus the trap-doors in the gutted 
building, were found, after the fire, to be doubly barred, 
even had they nat been complete concealed by bed spaces 
or a clutter of junk of one kind and another. To keep fire 
escapes clear would require a whole army of inspectors, 
and undoubtedly any action taken would be defeated five 
minutes after their departure, : 

' Failure to make use of the way of escape over the 
verandah ‘partitions was, apparently, the result, partly, 
of panic and, partly, of the sad fact that the victims were 
largely women and children. 

For a cure of any kind, it seems, in the face of exist- 
ing conditions, that the Colony must wait until the Gov- 
ernment. is ready and able to finance large-scale slum 
clearance schemes, and, for that reason, it is gratifying 
to receive an official assurance that announcement of 
abandonment of town planning “for the duration” Js pre- 
mature. Until, however, it is possible to proceed, official

We, on the other hand, regard the 
future with foreboding, and are so 
for from antlelpating a millennium 
that we shall be grateful If we cs- 
cape destruction. Even as inte os 
1910-1914, when I was growing up 
an enthusinstic Socialist Uke most 
of my kind, men were looking hope- 
fully forward: to the building of a 
new world,- Now it often seems as 
if we were trying desperately to 
salvage what remains of the old.

mately the present scale for. perhaps. , 


five or six yeara or at leost until 
the avernge unlit cost Is brought 
down through mass production, the 
result of a volume demand for the 
sets, 

At first there will be diMeculty in 
of supplies of 
components uscd In television sets. 
For example the cathode ray tubes 
(which re-create the fmae in the 
received) is at present’ limited to 
about 50,000 per year, 

The cathode ray tube js made of 
Pyrex glass and the glass alone 
costs more than $13 because It can- 
not be blown by machine, There 
are only ten men in the entire Unit- 
ed States who are first-class tele- 
vision-tube glass blowers—and It's 
a trade that takes five to seven 
years to learn. i 

Even supposing that the glass 
could be supplied quickly, there's 
the problem of putting all the deli-' 
cate gadgets inside cach tube. ‘This 
is a tedious handwork job, requir- 
ing more than a day to make one 
tube. 

No doubt you have a lot of ques- 
tions to ask about television. Per= 
haps you've heard all kinds of 
strange rumours. The facts ure quite 
slmple. As far as you're concerned, 
television Is nearly perfect. Scien- 
tists have been expcrimenting with 
it for more than 40 years, and It 
docr not scem likely that there will 
be any revolutionary changes in the 
near future. The sets on the mar- 
ket now may be expected to operate 
eMciently for at least five years, 

You don't need a Ieense to own 
a tetevislon receiver, {And you 
don’t hove to put any quarters into 
slots, elther, as some people think.) ° 
Television receivers plug right into 
any 110-115 volt A.C, electric aut- 
Jct without extra wiring, and they 
don't use more than a few cents 
worth of electricity a month. A spe- 
clol aerlal is needed—~it looks some- 
thing Hke an overgrown curtain rod 
but the store you buy your set 
from will Install that for you. ‘ 

Operating a television receiver ts 
ensy, too. There's one knob for sta- 
tlon selection’ and two Knobs for 
picture control—one for the amount 
of Nght and the other for the shorp- 
ness of the Image. Between them 
you adjust the picture to your own 
liking, Just as you now fiddle with 
the bass and treble tone controls on 
any good radio, 

Static causes ttle interference 
with television because of the very 
short wave lengths used. However, 
automobile Ignitions and doctors’ 
diathermy appsratus couse severe 
Interference In visual reception. 

What's oll this about being able 
to receive television only within 50. 
miles of the transmitter? © This 
limited range is due to the fact that 
television, to find elbow room in 
the ether, is forced to use waves 
much shorter than those now used 
for sound broadenrting. The tiny 
waves used for television travel in 
stralght lines Hke Nght waves. This 
means that a television transmitter . 
has o definite horizon, the same og 4 
lighthouse. Both the  Natlonal 


‘Broadcasting Company and the Co- 


lumblao Broadcasting System huve 
selected two very high bulldings— 
NBC, the Empire State Building; 
Columbla, the Chrysler Bullding — 
for their new television transmitters, 
so that with such increased horizony 
they will be able to cover the greate. 
est areca possible. If the same trans- 
mitters were located on two-storey 
bulldings, thelr range would be m- 
duced to possibly threo or four miles.

The mayor of the city of Wat- 
tenscheid, Germany, has announced 
that beginning with January 1, 
1940, every healthy family which 
gives birth to a fourth, fifth or sub- 
sequent child will receive a capital 
sum suMcient for the building of 
a home or the renting of a four- 
roomed modern dwelling with bath. 

For every third, fourth or sub- 
sequent child born: after April, 
1939, the mother receives a weekly 
stipend of 100 Reichsmark, 

When she enters the category of 
mothers of large families, the moth- 
er receives a bank account In the 
form of a savings bankbook for 
1,000 Relchsmark, of which 400 
were deposited at the birth of the 
third and 600 at the birth of the 
fourth child. 

All these rewards are given, how- 
ever, only If the state has been 
Notified In Writing. of the intention 
of founding a large family, or of 
udding further to one's famlly, In 
this way, for the ‘first time, a clear 
distinction can be drawn by the 
state between the desired children 
and children born of accident. Only 
the planned-for child js a fulfilment 
of one’s duty to the state and con- 
fers the right on the parents to 
make increased demands on the 
nation,

’ be filed by all women born before 
the year 1910, (who, through no 
fault of thelr own, have remained 
unmarried because the men Nature 
intended for them died In the war), 
provided they serve the state by the 
gift of children.

Although there has not 
yet been any first class mili- 
tary action in the war, it is 


gradually being won. 

Hitler, misled by Ribbentrop, could 
not bring himself to belicve that Bri- 
tuln and France would ever res{st 
hts clalms, He now knows that his 
view wan wrong. It is, perhaps, not 
surprising that he should have taken 
this opinion, for he hnd been amnaz- 
ingly successful jn getting bls way by 
threat and terror without the use of 
arms. 

It was strange that, as the danger 
of resistance from Britain and France 
Krew nenrer, he should turn to the 
East and swenr eternal friendship 
with the U.S.S.R. Hitler had, on In- 
numberible ocensions denounced the 
Soviet Union in unbriddled hinguage. 
He had repentedly declared that Bol- 
shevism was the Devil. His hoarse 
and hysterical ‘voice could be heard 
over the wireless inflaming the minds 
of his people against Bolsheviks and 
Jews. 

‘Then suddenly he embraced his 
urch-enemy, completely repudiated 
the policy he hand consistently fol- 
lowed since his seizure of power, 
and left his people shattered and 
amazed by his absolute change of 
front \ 

Why, we may ask, did he cat so 
many of hls own words? Why did 
he turn his back on the views so de- 
finitely expressed in “Mein Kampi"'? 
The only answer Is that he was 
afraid of what he might have to face 
in the west, and dare not risk the 
prospect of trouble in the cust. 

He knew that if he could do it, 
at whatever cost to his previous de- 

clarations ond prestige, he must try 
to buy pence on his eastern frontier. 

In o week or two he suffered more 
serious diplomatic reverses at the 
hands of the U.S.S.R. than any ruler 
within Uving memory. He had then 
lost the first round in the war. 

Harassed by doubts us to the fu- 
ture trend of events in the cast, and 


confronting inercasing strength in the 
west, Hitler then began to feel him-~ 
self trapped. He now stands without 
fn friend fn the world, Ruaslaystands 
urlde, pursuing her own policy. The 
Rome-Berlin axis is not turning the 
wheel of fortune for him, 

Every nation within striking dis- 
tance is suspicious and apprehensive, 
Tho smallest nations are now show- 
Ing increasingly thelr determination 
to defend their rights and freedom. 
The duys of Hitler's marauding ex- 
peditions in Europe are over. He 
has created for himself a ring of de- 
fences against him. 

In spite of extensive—and expen- 
sive, propaganda ‘(which Germany 
can Il afford), Hitler hna 
made no headway .with the neutral 
powers, notwithstanding the start he 
has enjoyed and the absence of In- 
formation from the Allled Powers. 

At home, his position is not a 
huppy one, There are elements with- 
in the German Relch which are de-

finitely hostile to him. Masses of 
Austrians have not forgotten how 
they were bullled out of tholr free- 
dom, The people of Czecho-Slovakia, 
su recently ensinved, dream of the 
re-establishment of their Republic. 

The German Soclal Democratic 
Party—aMficially destroyed by Hitler 
—still remains in being, and In touch 
with public opinion. 

As the war continues, os dissatis-, 
factioh and suffering increase, so will 
deep discontent grow. 

Internally, therefore, Germany will 
become weaker, both materlally and 
spiritually. The desperate character 
of the situation is obvious even now. 
Arrests and rumours of arrests are 
bound to give to the outside world, 


a TD ENTIRE 


and cepecially to the Allies, amim- 
pression” of Germany's dosperate 
plight: nnd of a sense of panic. 

On the other hand, whatever de- 
fects there may be on the allied side, 
thére can be no doubt about its 
growing strength. With our system 
of free criticism in Britain, a false 
view of the situation might orise In 
Germany. But we do not belittle the 
préparations which have been made 
and which are still being carried out 
on a colossal scale, though wo do 
claim that shortcomings should be 
remedied nnd the national effort co- 
ordinated and strengthened. 

From the military point of view, 
there are grounds for satisfaction, 
Germany, on the other hand, has no 
soldier of distinction Icft in’ her 
armies. Whilst war supplics to the 
Allies are steadily and progressive- 
ly increasing, Hitler will find it more 
and more dificult as time passes to 
maintain the necessary supplies of 
materials and equipment, and to pro~ 
vide for replacement. 

Economleally, Germany is becom- 
ing a beleagured nation. The pres- 
sure of the blockade becomes stron= 
fer. Hitler’s capacity to purchase 
goods for his needs shrinks day by 
day. Even were he to negotiate trade 
agreements with his neighbours, he 
would still lack certain raw materials 
essentlal in war which can only come 
to him from overseas. Whilst the 
Brillsh Merchant Service still sails 
the salt seas, German craft are being 
hunted down or driven {o harbour. 

On all counts, Germany is losing 
the war os the days go by. We have 
not, fortunately, suffered heavy losses 
of human life on a scale comparable 
with the frst weeks of the last war, 
but the Alles have, on the other 
hand, strengthened their power and 
their hold on the war situation, 

Our purpose remains firm. Time !s 
on our side. Germany shows signs 
of wenokness which will grow, The 
end, therefore, is cleur. 
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How Holland Was 
_ Saved 


‘JHE Netherlands were saved from a 

German week-end attack at the 
eleventh hour, only by 2 Belgian de- 
claration conveyed to Germany that 
a Nazi invasion of Holland would 
outomalleally bring Belgium, France, 
to the de- 
fence of the Netherlands if the re- 
qucst were made, 

Faced on Friday the tenth Novem~ 
ber by what was considered virtual- 
ly certain evidence that Germany 
Intended to Jaunch her armies 
ugainst the Dutch over the week end, 
the Belgian Cabinet, with a magni- 
ficent burst of courage, simply told 
the Germans that Belgium’s big 
friends would not stand for an at- 
tack on Holland. They would not 
treat it as a localized affair, but 
would enter into action in the  de- 
fence of the Dutch immediately. 

This information, conveyed to 
Hitler at the last available moment, 
forced the Fuehrer to hold up the 
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planned attack. If hne for long 
been known that the German forces 
opposite Holland, particularly tn the 
hollow of the fronticr near Cleves, 
were being increased to a size out of 
all proportion with any but offensive 
Intentions. According to the Inst 
news, no less than twenty-five Ger- 
man divisions were identified along 
the Dutch border, which could- be 
speedily reinforced by others sta- 
tioned near Belglum and by further 
forces within easy distance in the in-

terior of Germany. , Not only this: 
these divisions were pyramided one 
behind the other Ike a football team 
for a smash through tackle with 
armoured divislons well out In 
front. ° 

Then the Germans were suddenly 
informed that they would not be 
allowed to cat “another artichoke 
leat—meaning the Netherlands— 
in peace. That the moment the first 
German crossed the Dutch border, 
Belgium's twenty divisions would 
swing into action. It was known, 
furthermore, that the British olr 
support of the Dutch was 
Probably available if required. 
Once the Belgians opened their gates 
and invited their aid, the Franco- 
British armoured divisions, which 
arc considered to be qualitatively 
superior to the similar German 
unlts, would roll into action with a 
speed that would open the eyes even 
of Generals Blascowitz and Rel- 
chenau, who, with the Third Army 
Rroup, were prepared to do to the 
Dutch what had been done to the 
Poles. In other words, the general 
Umitless war which the Germans 
had so far done everything to avoid 
would have started, and the Allics 
and the Germans would have met 
along the almost open Dutch frun- 
tler. The British alr attacks on the 
advancing German columns would 
almost certainly have. started «an 
air war on both sides, which so far 
everything has been donc to avoid, 
This information ‘was conveyed to 
Berlin and terrided the Fuehrer. 
The offensive was countermanded 
when the plans were already com- 
plete. : = . 

For how long? That remains to 
be seen. Certdinly, with each puss- 
ing day, ‘the support which the Bri- 
tish ond French would be able. to 
give Belgium and, through Belgium, 
Holland, is vastly increasing In ef- 
Aciency and striking power. People 
who, like your correspondent, re- 
cently spent some time t 
French Tank. Corps: have seen how 
superior this materinl Is to*the tanks 
which the Germans have so far put 
into the fleld,- They-can understand 
tho: Fuehrer's hesitation, Once more 
it has been demonstrated that 
nothing impresses the: Nazis but the

knowledge of an fmpending bloody 
nose. « 

Your correspondent can frow state 
that, on Saturday November 
eleventh, the French Staff took all 
the necessary .mensures In the ex- 
pectancy of an imminent attack on 
Holland and of “n real beginning of 
the war." Once more Hitler welsh~ 
ed. ‘ 

All honour must be paid to the 
Belgians for thelr courageous de- 
cision, Loving peace more than 
anything, Belgian patriots tke King 
Leopold, General Denis, Senator 
Rolin and Deputy Jorls realized that 
‘no belief could be placed in the 
word of the violator of Austria, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland, that 
the way to impress Hitler was to 
answer by ‘superior force, Hence- 
forth Belglum's policy will not be 
guided by any ostrich effort to avold 
seelng the real issue. The Belgian 
commercial mission hag informed 
Berlin. that Belgium will not even 
negotiate with Germany under 
threats. There can no longer be 
any question of Belgium | being 
bullied into acceptance of ‘friendly 
neutrality” towards Germany. 

Holland has been saved-at 
least for a short time. Obviously, 
those who know Hitler do not expect 
him to accept suplnely his terrific 
defeat. Certainly, this defeat will 
be concealed from the muuss of the 
Germans, ond this concealment is 
being aided by the Dutch readiness 
to state that German military, threat 
on Holland's frontier was “merely 
an attempt at commercial black- 
mail.” But the neutrals believe 
that, with the passage of cach day, 
Hitler's strength wanes, that of the 
Allies increases—that ewry week 
without a German military offen- 
nive hastens. the date of Germany‘s

_ THE THIRD EUROPE. 


Te two schools of politi- 

cal thought by which 
Europe is divided in this 
war have had no attraction 
for a large number of the 
smaller states. On the con- 
trary, the tendency to ad- 
here to one or the other of 
the two fronts — that of the 
Dictators or that of the Par- 
Namentary Democracies — 
has decreased since the 
Germano-Soviet alliance de- 


stroyed the prospects of a 


peaceful compromise. 


The first World War knew no ideo- 
logical differences, no part was play- 
ed by philosophical considerations. 
Capitalism and Socialisin, world trade 
and nutarchy, parllamentarianism 
and dictatorship were not on mutual- 
ly hostile terms. The sole reference 
made by the fighting comlitions to 
political and cultural superiority was 
In order to justify their clatm to a 
wider sphere of Influence. In this 
purely polltical strife, most of the 
European and many of the none 
European states were involved, Neu- 
trallty waa the exception, participa 
tlon in the hostilities the rules: To 
day, neutrality is the normal position,

Not Left 
To Own Devices

Whether In the long run it will be 
possible to maintain an extensive 
zone outside the war is a question 
which cannot as yet be answered. In 
the Inst great war there were also’ 
neutrals who later joined the war- 
ring camps, This was above all so 
in the case of the great powers. It 
Was seen that nations like the United 
States of Amerlea and Italy could 
not stand on one side when funda- 
mental political Issues were concern« 
ed, But whereas the maintenance of 
n rigid neutrality may be problema- 
tle in the case of n Brent power, for 
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‘existence.

ner in which they can preserve their 


It was Impossible in the Present 
tragic situation of Europe for the 
argnll powers to abide by a mere de- 
claratlon of neutrality. They hnd to 
flo over to armed neutrality, to mo-. 
billze in thelr own countries and to 
be prepared to defend thelr Indepen- 
dence In the event of any open violn- 
tlon of thelr territories or of thelr 
rights, 


They have gone further, and, for 
the more effective protectlon of their 
neutrality, have. constituted a kind 
of “political block” with a view lo 
concerted action in the political and 
economle field. The external pres- 
sure of the warring powers is there- 
fore countered by a united front of 
neutrals. : 


The Oslo Group 


This front ix headed by the s0- 
called Oslo Group. Through = the 
catastrophic aggravation of the Euro- 
pean situntion, the co-operation of- 
the northern countries has achieved 
Kreat practical Importance. It has 
reinforced the determination of the 
states In question to maintain their 
neutrality, but o very brutal attack 
on the part of Russla may detach 
these states from thcir neutrality. 


Unlike the Oslo states, the Danu- 
bijun and Balican countrles—Hungary, 
Jugoslavia, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Greece ond Turkey—have not offi- 
clally declared their accession to 2 
neutral block. But they are equally 
determined to maintain their neu- 
trality—a policy which . is mainly 
evident In economic. matters. To 
Prevent the European conflagration 
from ypreading to the Danube and 
the Balkans is in the vital interest 
not only of’ these states, but also of 
the neighbouring great powers, In 
thls connection, Italy Is particularly 
concerned In seeing that south-east- 
ern Europe Is spared the horror of 
war. For Germany also, it is of 
special importance that her economic 
collaboration with the Balkans and 
Danubian countries should not be 
affected ‘by military developments, 
since’the Danube river traffic, which 
has not yet been intensively exploit- 
ed, offers a certain compensation for 
the blocknde of the North Sea ports 
and the excessive demands now be- 
ing made on the German Ratlways, 


The northern neutral zone and 
that of the south-cast are completed 
by a third—that of the signatories 
to the Baltic Pact of September 2nd, 
1934—Estonta, Latvia and Lithuanin. 
The Baltic Pact united these coun- 
tries in a political and economic 
block. 


New Issues 


The Maintenance of the neutrality 
of these smatl states was nbove all 
canditioned by their relations with 
thelr great nelghbours. So long ns 
the weight of the German Reich and 
Poland could be cast into the balance 
against Moscow, any Sovict attempt 
to regaln these provinces would have 
been doomed to failure. Now that 
Germany hos renounced her policy 
of equilibrium fn the Baltic and hag 
eliminated Poland, Russia has been 
able to carry out her plans and to 
occupy the Baltic ports, 


A sharp contrast to those smaller 
statea whose policy is mainly directed 
towards secking “protectors” [r. of. 
fered by Switzerland, with her mo- 
dern and strict conceptions of neu- 
trality. Switzerland's neutrality is 
unrestricted and in almed at prevent- 
ing the country from becoming a 
pawn in the hands of a foreign pow- 
er. She is determined tv counter the 
perils inherent in internatlonat ten- 
sions, as during the world War, by 
reinforcing her national defence, 
This policy ts supported by a people 
In arms, 


Switzerland 


It must be admitted that the Posi- 
tion of Switzerland, Uke that of the 
Netherlands, hoo undergone consider= 
able changes since the Inst war, when 
the south and north wings of what 
may be called the Rhine Front re- 
mained outside the danger zone, To- 
day, when the intensive fortification 
of the Western Front’ hos virtually 
immoblUsed the belligerents, the 
latter are compelicd to bring their 
main strength to bear upon the wings 
and the menace of violation of neu- 
trality hos therefore - increased. 
Against this donger Switzerland 1s 
protected In two ways: first, by the 
aforementioned, strictly conceived, 
policy of neutrality, secondly, by the 
assumption expréssed some years ago 
by o foreign military expert that the 
-Swies Army Is capable of opposing 
such resistance to invading troops as 
to cause‘an-eventuol aggressor losses 
of td laren and igh toy unre 
would largely outweigh any advan- 
tages to be gained by a violation of 
her neutrality, : : 

Less openly expressed but quite as 
determined for the moment are the 


intentions of Italy, Eire, Spain, Por- 
tugal and certain smaller collectivi- 
ties to maintaln thelr neutrality, 


Italy's Position 


The neutrals thus number about 
twenty-five. Italy's neutrality is of 
grent Importance, above all os a 
malnstay for the small Danubian and 
Balkan atates, for Italy's detachment 
has resulted In the fact that the 


Mediterranean basin is so far unat- 
fected by the war and thnt the wholo 
of south-eastern and Balkan Europo 
still lies outside the military zone.

In a final survey of the situation 
an so far presented, !t is possible to 
note that, notwithstanding the pres- 
sure exercised, the neutral policy of 
the smaller states has been consis. 
tently maintained and that they aro 
resolved to continue in this way with 
all the means at their disposal. In 
order to preserve this attitude for the 
whole duration of the war and to 
reinforce the bases of thelr neutrol- 
ity, the small powers must seek to 
intensify thelr collaboration in the 
already existing neutral blocks, must 
recognise the community of Interests 
omong neutrals and must aim at o 
rapprochement with the newly- 
created Pan-American neutral group. 
As a result of this policy, more and 
more states will gravitate into these 
true orbits of peace. United, they 
will constitute a force — a “Third 
Europe’—with which the world will 
have to reckon in the future, 
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Where There Is Neither Justice, Open Debate 
Nor Free Election, There Is No’ Human Society 


Will Democracy 
— Triumph? 


THE sequel to the recent attempt 

on Hitler's life may throw a good 
denl of light on the politics of Ger- 
many. Since all the doposed kings 
of the elghteenth century met as 
Cundide's guests to keep the Carnival 


‘in Venice, In its doubtful whether so 


many persons of the highest distinc- 
tlon have ever been associnted in a 
single enterprise. 

Mr. Chamberlain, we are assured, 
hos confessed his guilt, and it is cer- 
taln that the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the Cardinnl-Archbishop of 
Munich, and the ex-Kalser "were 
among his accompllees, : 

Subsequent revelations may add to 
this Impressive Ilst. Is: it possible 
that none of the Elders of Zion were 
concerned in this affair? 

There is, moreover a rather general 
feeling that hls well-known modesty 
may have kept Ficld-Marshal Goer- 
ing in the background. He was the 
artist who staged that celebrated 
outrage In the Reichstag six years 
ago. His signature, the connoisseurs 
tell us, Is legible oll over this piece. 


Monarchist Danger 

Justice in Germany is far-sighted 
und provident. Ithas already behind 
locked doors a lnrge assortment of 
persons whose gulit will subsequent- 
ly be discovered. They are all mon- 
archists, some of them soldiers, 
others aristocrats. A good deal hos 
happened since the Refchstag went 
up in flames. 

It- $s from that quarter, then, that 
the Nazis look for danger. They have 
been warned. Mr. Duff Cooper con- 
fided to the American Continent that 
his own prescription for all that is 
amiss -in Germany is a return to 
monarchy, 

He is not an orfginal thinker, ond 
It is a safe guess that he spoke for 
muny of his fellow Tories, and pro- 
bubly for some powerful members of 
the Cabinet. 

The French have been even less 
reticent. That nation of stout re- 
publicuns {s also in love with mon- 
archy—for’ Germans. The Press of 
the Right discourses frequently on 
this bubject, and the Censor, who 
often reduces political articles on 
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other subjects to a meaningless mix- 
ture of blank spaces and type, allows 
it {ree utterance on this great matter. 
The French wireless is equally con- 
vineed of the merits of monarchy— 
neross the Rhine, Indeed, in the 
French view, o king is such an 
admirable institution that one can 
hardly have too many of them. Eng- 
lish Tories arc more niggardly. 
_ The French plan, In plain words, 
is to: dismomber Germany Into as 
many fragments as there were tn 
the alghteenth century, and to give 
each of them a king. | 
I should doubt whether monarchist 
propaganda on these Ines is likely 
te have much success, But doubtless 
there are, smong old-world Prussian 
squires, and, perhaps, among pious 
Southern Catholics, survivors of an 
older generation, who would wish to 
revive the past. With these the Nazis 
nre dealing in their Inimitable way. 


Dizzy Career 

It Is Improbable that any large 
body of Germans desire any change 
nt all, Hitler has had a dizzy career 
of unbroken success. He has made 
of an impotent and helpless nation 
the greatest Power in Europe. 

Over the Poles he has just won a 
swift and brilljant campaign, He has 
turned into a friend the only pos- 
sible enemy in the East, and on the 
West the Allied democracies do not 
venture to attack him. Why should 
his people desert him now? 

Hitler had a bare majority In the 
last election, which was relatively 
free! bis successes have certainly 
won over a large part of those who 
then opposed him, In any event, a 
nation at war rarely deserts Its 
rufera until thoy are discredited 
and defeated, 

Most readers, 1 do not doubt, will 
resent this douche of cold water. All 
of us ‘ardently desire o revolution in 
Germany, and we wish to believe 
that it Is at hand. 

The conditions are not yet present, 
If and when they come, jin whiat 
direction will the German people 
turn? To monarchy, to a democratic 
republic, or to some form of Com- 
munism? 

I do not know. Much depends on 
the Allies—on the French as well os 
ourselves. Much depends on Stalin. 
But: is: Germany likely of her own 
{vee witl to go back to elther of the 
systems under which she suffered 
so heavily? 


Humiliation Of The War 


The Empire is associated with a 
war that ended in loss and humilia- 
tlon. The Weimar Republic never 
won respect abroad, und it went 
down under the world stump. 

Nelther of these verdicts may be 
just. There was much good even in 
the Emplre: it had honest courts, an 
honcst Civil Service, a large measure 
of civil liberty, and it lived at peace 
through 44 yenrs, in which respect 
Its record was much better than our 


own. 

The Republic failed, as all of us have 
failed, to tackle the fundamental 
problem of power: it left both Capl- 
tal and the old military caste In the 
saddle, But it had o good record of 
humane social legislation: it achieved 
complete political democracy and It 
was scrupulous towards civil liberty. 

It fniled largely because St had the 
pacific virtues in excess. 

What, then, of the third alterna- 
tlve—some form of Communism? It 
might come in a spurious shape from 
above or in a genulne form from 
below. 

There are prophets who say that 
part of the German. Gencral Staff 
la thinking of Imposing “National 
Boleheviem,” by “purging” the 
creat industrialists and the more 
conservative Nazi leaders. Its alm 
would be to secure, In this way, 
the direct help of the Red Army. 


Nazis Moving Loft 

This sounds fantastle, but it fo a 
fact that Nazi propagonda ts mov- 
ing leftwards and ‘reviving all the 
pseudo-Soclalistic demagogy of the 
party’s carly years, Hitler’s lost 
speech at Munich was an effort in 
this forgotten style. 

In wur-timo, tho decisive part of 
the nation is ita manhood under arms. 
Here the misfortune is: that. the 
young mon have been thoroughly in- 
doctrinated with the Nazi outlook— 
its nationalism and its.lust for. pow~ 
er. : , 

Among the older men, on garrison 
duty and in reserve, there doubtless 
are many former Communists and

Thelr alr arm may 
be relinble, and with it the African 
troops of France. But does the re- 
volutionnry !mpetus survive in 
Stalin's Russian? s 

There is 9 force that may! be at 
work, however, for Democracy, in 
rpite of memories of failure. 

I amin. simple-minded and old- 
fashioned enough to reckon moral 
forces even In the brutal world of to- 
day. Twice, of Inte, in mecting So- 
clulist leaders who had come fairly 
recently from Germany, I was 
startled by their emphasis on moral 
values. 

Six years of brutality and men- 
dacity had produced their effect. 


-These men hud come to, understand 


that the salvation of mankind de- 
pended, sbove all, on a return ‘to 
truth and humanity. The horrors of 
Dachau and the degradations of 
Nazi propaganda hod bitten deeply 
into thelr minds, and they felt some- 
thing simple and elementary which 
cannot be phrased in Marxist formu- 
las, 

They saw in democracy much 
more than a_ political expedient: 
they enw In it the moans of restor- 
“Ing truth and mercy to human 
society. To achiove this they were 


even ready to face aome delay In. 


winning Soclatism, 

The Nazis have had thelr shure in 
producing this state of mind, but 
Stalin alyo has done his part.

Sans Morality 


I am Inclined to define Commun- 
ism og a relighon that hus discarded 
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morality, In devotion, self-denial, 
rournge und obedience — in all the 
rellgious virtues, Communists sur-.

1 am on guard against the power of 
a wish to decelve, é 

If it be there, then its future lies 
‘in our hands. If we, on our side of 
the Maginot Line, fil to make an 
end of Imperialism and power- 
politics, Democracy has no failure. in . 
Germany.

Mountains bar 
the way from Austria into Enstern 
Switzerland and in the west the Jura 
—a mountaln chain nearly 200 miles 
long and up to 5,500 feet high—bars 
the way to a French invasion. The 
Alps constitute o natural base for 1 
nank operation or an invasion from 
the north. However, it Js not only 
the high mountains but also the ap- 
proaches to the high passes ond even 
the plaing themselves. which con- 
stitute u considerable difficulty for 
the untrained soldier and inexpert 
mountaineer. Here, not the road, 
but the protection of his flank by 
un enemy forced by circumstances to 
slow down his advance is the de- 
clsive factor, The troops stumble 
over the rolling stones of the moruine 
ond the pitched battle degencrates 
Into the diMcult and dangerous 
guerilla of the mountains. In the 
event of a frontal attack against 
their mountain fortress, the Swiss 
would defend every inch of their {er- 
ritory. But in regions where the 
reat alpine giants menace the flanks 
of the enemy, the mobile detach- 
ments of the Swiss Army will be 
called upon to harry the flanks of the 
enemy, to scatter his outlying troops 
and to destroy his rearguard, This Is 
where the danger -begins for the 
Invader.

Lucerne, with its wild and grandlose 
scenery and high mountains. Lower 
down, the forests of the Lidenberg 
afford opportunities for an obstinate 
resistance, as offered in similar re- 
gions during the last world war.

MOUNTAIN WEAPONS ALSO 
DEMAND SPECIAL TRAINING 


Not only do the mountains com- 
plicate troop: movemonts, they ulso 
demand special training in the use 
of weapons. | 


The extremely clear atmosphere of 
the mountains Increases the artillery 
range by one-third. The regulation 
and rectification dials of the encmy 
guns, designed for the plains, must 
be re-set for the mountains. This 1s 
detrimental to accurlicy, Heavy artil- 
lery cannot be -holsted {to the domin- 


_unt positions. Light artillery causes 


little damage to defences which ore 
quarried in rock, they merely scratch 
the granite. The Swiss have built 
specinl mountain guns, adapted to 
the conditlons of the country. They 
are transported. in three or four 
ports by mules and mén to the high= 
est summits, There are alse cable 
rallways to many important posl- 
tions. They are used for the trans- 
port .of ammunition and foodstuffs 
to the higher posts and offer a bad 
target for ‘planes nnd guns, Observa- 
tion and Haison in the mountains is 
one of the most dificult tasks, both 
for the Command and for the men. 
Absolute knowledge of the: moun- 
tains ds the prellminary condition for 
every artillery patrol. Mist and snow 
reduce visibility and alsu accuracy 
of aim. To command batterics and 
to train gunners there is a special 
mountain school, which has long 
been a speciality of the Swiss Army. 


These are all conditions to the ad- 
vantage of the defender. But there 
ts another. For him the light or heavy 
machine-gun {fs the ideal weapon. 
With it he can easily block the roads 
und sweep the valleys with cross 
fire. 


, Even for the infantryman, the 
normal use of his riffle is dificult in 
these regions. The Invader {s in an 
‘unfavourable position as | regards 
supplies and many men are necessary 
in order to transport ammunition 
and food. Then again, the efficacy 
of the fire suffers. Only a practised 
mountain marksman can achfeve the 
same success as in the plain. The 
Swiss aro well aware of this fact,

It takes in materials at one end 
of the main building and turns out 
complete machines at the other end, 
a quarter of a mile away. - 

MAS88 PRODUCTION 

An alrtraft contains 252,000 rivets. 
the object being to spread stress and 
produce a machine to stand up to 
severe strain. ' 

Another characterististic feature ts 
the light welght — barcly six tons, 
fully loaded, which gives a publish- 
ad speed of nearly 300 mites on hour.
